hte marvelled. Now at that 
feaſt he releaſed unto them 
onepriſonerwhomſcever they 
deſfired, And there was one 
named Barabbas, which lay 
bonnd with them that had 
made inſurrection with him, 
who had committed murder 
in the inſurrection. And the 
multitude crying aloud, began 
to deſire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But 
Pilate anſwered them, ſaying 
Wyul ye that I releaſe unto 


Barabbas unto them, andde- 
livered Jeſus when he had 
{courged him, to be crucified. 
And the ſouldiers led him 
away into the hall, called Pre- 
tarium ; and they call toge- 
ther the whole band. And 
they cloathed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about his 
head, and began to ſalute him, 
Hail King of the Jews. And 
they ſmote him on the head 
witha reed ,and did ſpit upon 
him, and bowing their kneey 
worſhipped him. And when 
they had mocked him, they 
rook of the purple from him 
and put his own cloaths ol 
him,and led him out to crucihs 
him. And they compel on 
21mon aCyrenian, who pa 
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þy, coming out of the country, 


Rufus, to bear his croſs. And 
they bring him unto the place 
Golgotha, which Is, being 
interpreted, the place of a 
ſcull. And they gave him 
to drink wine mingled with 
myrrhe ; but he received it 
not. And when they had 
crucified him, they parted 
his garments, caſting lots 
upon them, what every man 


| ſhould take. And it was the 
. third hour, and they crucified 


him. And the ſuperſcript1- 
onof his accuſation was writ- 
ten over, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And 
with him they crucihe two 
thieves, the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his 
left. And the ſcripture was 
fulfilled, which faith, And he 
was numbred with the tranſ- 
greſſours. And they that paſ- 
ſed by, railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and faying, Ah, 
thou that deſtroyeſt the tem- 
ple, ard buildeſt it in three 


days, fave thy ſelf; and come .. 
down from the croſs. - Like- 


wiſe alſo the chief prieſts 
mocking, ſaid among them- 
ſelves, with theſcribes, He ſa- 


ved others, himſelf he cannot 
ſave. Let Chriſt the king of 
Iſrael deſcend now from the 
croſs, that we may ſee and be- 
lieve. And they that were cru- 
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cified with him,-reviled hime 

And when the {ixth hour was 
come, there wasdarknefs over 
the whole land; until the 
ninth bour. And at the ninth 
hour Jefis cried with a loud 
voice, ſaying, Els, Eloi, lama 
ſabachthani ? which is, being 
1hterpreted, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me ? 
And ſome of them that ſtood 

by, wheh they heard it, ſaid, 
Behold, he calleth Elias. And 
one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put jt ot 
a reed, and pave him to drink, 
ſaying, Let alone; let us fee 
whether Elias will come ta 
take him down. And Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice; and 
gave up the ghoſt. And the 
vall of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the 
bottom. And when the cen- 
turton which ſtood oyer a- 
gainſt him, ſaw that he 6 
cried out, and gave up the 
ghoſt, he ſaid, Troly this 
man was the Son of God.

Aj Here a teſtament js, 
there muſt alfo of ne- 
ceſlity be the death of the te- 
ſtatour : fora teſtament is of 
force after men are dead ; 
otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 


at all whilſt the teſtatour h- 
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firſt teſtament was dedicated 
without blood: for when Mo- 
ſes had ſpoken every precept 
to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with wa- 
ter and ſcarlet-wool, and hy\- 
ſop, and ſprinkled both the 
book and all the on. ſay- 
ing, This 1s the blood of the 
teſtament, which God hath 
enjoyned unto you. More- 
over, he ſprinkled likewiſe 
with blood both the taber- 
nacle, and all the veſlels of 
the miniſtry. And almoſt al] 
things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without ſhed- 
ding of blood is no remiſlion. 
It was therefore neceſſary that 
the patterns of things in the 
heavens ſhould be purified 
with theſe ; but the heavenly 
things themſelves with bet. 
ter ſacrifices than theſe. For 
Chriſt is not entred into the 
| Holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of -the 
true, but into heaven it ſelf, 
now-to appear in the preſence 


of God for us ; nor yet that. 
he ſhould offer himſelf often, 


as the high prieſt entreth into 
the holy placeevery year with 
blood of others : for then muſt 
| he. often have ſuffered ſince 
the foundation of the world ; 
but now once in the end of 
the world, hath he appeared 


tQ put away {in by the ſacri- 
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fice of himſelf. And as it is ay 
pointed unto men once to dx 
but after this the judgment? 
ſo Chriſt was once offered 
bear the ſins of many ; and unt# 
them that look for him, ſhall 
he appear the ſecond tim 
without fin unto ſalvation.  :

bread, and drink this cup of 


Lord unworthily. ſhall be 
guilty of the body and blood 
of the Lord. Burt let a man 
examine himſelf, and fo let 


po him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he 


hat eateth and drinketh un- 
Tthily, exteth and drinketh 
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damnation to himſelf, not 
diſcerning the Lords body. 
For this cauſe many are weak | 
and ſickly among you, and ma- 
ny ſleep. For if we would 
judge our ſelves, we ſhould 
not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chaſtned 
of the Lord, that we ſhould 
not be candemned with the 
world. Wherefore, my bre- 
thren, when ye come toge- 
ther to eat, tarry one for ano- 
ther. And if any man hunger, 
let him eat at home; that ye 
come not together unto con- 
demnation. And the reſt 
will I ſet in order whenlIcome. 
The Goſpel. S. Luke 23. 1: 
He whole multitude of 
themaroſe, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began 
to. accuſe him, ſaying, We 
found this fellow perverting 
the nation, and forbidding to - 
e1ve tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, 
that he himſelf is Chriſt a 
king. And Pilate asked him, 
ſaying, Art thou the king of 
the Jews !

And as ſoon as 
he knew that he belonged un- 
to Herods parifdiction, he ſent 
him to Herod, 'who himſelf 
was alſo at Jeruſalem, at that 
time. And when Herod ſaw 
Jeſus, he was exceeding glad, 
for he was deſirous to ſee him 
of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 
had heard many things of 
him, and he hoped to have 
ſeen ſome miracle done by 
him- Then he queſtioned 
with him in many words; but 
'4 .he anſwered him nothing. 
And the chief prieſts and 
ſcribes ſtood and vehemently 
accuſed him. And Herod with 
his men. of war ſet him at 
nought, and mocked him, and 
_ arayed him ina gorgeous robe, 
and ſent him again to Pilate. 
Anc the ſame day Pilate and 
& Herod were made friends to- 
gether - for before they were 
atenmity between themſelves. 
And Pilate when he had cal- 
led together the chiet prieſts 
and the rulers, and the people, 
iaid unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as

have found no fault in this

thy of deathis done unto him.

Pilate faith 
unto them, Take ye him, and 
crucifie him : for I find no 
fault in him. The Jews an- 
{wered him, We have a law, 
and by our law he ought to 
die, becauſe he made himſelf 
the Son of God. When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſaying, 
he was the more afraid ; and 
went again into thejudgment- 
hall, and faith unto Jeſus, 
Whence art thou ? But Jeſus 
gave him no anſwer. Then 
{aith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt 
thou not tinto me ? Knoweſt 
thou not that I have power 
to ct ucihe thee, and have pow- 
er to releaſe thee ?

And from 
thenceforth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him : but the Jews 
cried out, ſaying, If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Ce- 
rs friend : Whoſoever ma-

keth himſcif a king, ſpeaketh 
againſt Ceſar. When Pllate 
therefore heard that ſaying, 
he brought Jeſus forth, and fat 
down in the judgment-ſeat, 
ina place that.

And it was the 
preparation of the paſloyer, 
and about the ſixth hour : and 
he ſaith unto the Jews, Be- 
hold your king. But they cri- 
ed out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucihe him. Pilate 
faith unto them, Shall I cruci- | 
fie your king? Thechiefprieſts '- 
anſwered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he

to every ſouldier a part) and 
alſo his coat : now the coat 
was without ſeam, woven 
from the top throughout. 
They ſaid therefore amon 
themſelves, Let us not ren 
it, but caft lots for it, whoſe 
it ſhall be : that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled, which ſaith, 
They parted my raiment a- 
mong them, and for my ve- 
ſture they did caſt lots. Theſe 
things therefore the ſouldiers 
did. Now there ſtood by the 
croſs of Jeſus, his mother, 
ind his mothers ſiſter, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Je- 
ſus therefore ſaw his mother, 
and the diſciple ſtanding by, 
whom he loved, he faith unto 
his mother, Woman, Be- 
hold thy ſon. Thea ſaith he 
to the diſciple, Behold thy 
mother. And from that hour 
that diſciple took her unto 
his own home. After this, 
Teſus knowing that all things 
were now accompliſhed, that 
\ - the Scripture might be tulfil- 
' led, faith, I thirſt. Now 


written, I heve written. Then 


there was ſet a veſſel full of 
vinegar : and they filled a 
ſpunge with vinegar, and put 
It upon. hyſſop, and put it to 
his mouth. When Jeſus there- 
fore had received the vinegar, | 
he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he 

bowed his head, and gave up 


the ghoſt. The, Jews there- 


fore, becauſe it was the pre- 
paration, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the 
croſs on the fbbath-day (for 
that ſabbath-day was an high 
day) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. 
'Then came the ſouldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, 
and of the other which was | 
crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jeſus, and ſaw 
that he was dead already, } 
they brake not his legs. But | 
one of the ſouldiers with a 
ſpear pierced his ſide, and 
forthwith came there out 
blood and water. And he 
that ſaw it bare record, and 
his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he ſaith true, 
that ye might believe. For. 
theſe things were done that 
the Scripture ſhould be fulfill- 
ed, A bone of him ſhali not 
be broken. And again, ano- 
ther Scripture ſaith, They 
ſhall look on him whom they 
Pierced.
